London, June 18.—Prime Minister 


Balfour and Colonial Secretary Cham- 
berlain made statements In tho House 
of Commons, which are Interpreted by 
the opposition and the latter's press 
supporters as being most Important 
declarations, developing a new fiscal 
policy. Those who arc most eager for 
a general election contend that this 
has been brought appreciably nearer 
by the ministerial utterances. It will 
be recalled that a few days ago the 
government- Issued a telegram from 
tho Governor of Now South Wales, In 
which satisfaction was expressed at 
tho "declaration by the British gov- 
ernment that 
ever}' 
self-governing 


colony shall be secured In the free ex- 
ercise of Its right to enter Into closer 
trade relations with the mother coun- 
try." 


Favors the Colonies. 


Mr. Balfour, replying to Sir Henry 


Campboll-Banncrman In the House of 
Commons on the same day, said he 
did not know to what declaration the 
governor referred, but anyhow 
the 


government could not regard with In- 
difference any attempt to penalize a 
British colony for giving special com- 
mercial advantages to Great Britain. 
Subsequently, In response to an un- 
official Inquiry the governor of New 
South Wales, Admiral Sir Harry Haw- 
son, telegraphed that he referred to 
the speeches of Mr. Balfour and Mr. 
Chamberlain In the House of Com- 
mons on this subject. 


Rouse False Hopes. 


Sir Henry Campbcll-Banncrman, re- 


ceiving an answer from Mr. Balfour 
that he had no Information, and that 
there was nothing to explain or with- 
draw, moved the adjournment of the 
House In order to discuss the subject, 
and tho subsequent debate was pep- 
pery and drow forth tho above-men- 
tioned statements. 
Sir Henry said 


that Mr. Balfour's and Mr. Chamber- 
lain's speeches had roused false hopes 
In tho colonies, which might be bitter- 
ly disappointed. 


Mr. Balfour taunted 
the Liberals 


with not challenging the government 
to a debate on tho whole subject of 
Its fiscal policy. He said they were 
afraid to move a vote of want of con- 
fidence In the government. 


Dealing specifically with the pass- 


age of the 
government's 
telegram 


quoted above, Mr. Balfour said: , 


Seeks Investigation. 


''This government Is unanimously at 


one with the government of New South 
.Wales In fa\'or of an ,Investigation. 
Are wo to understand that If other 
countries penalize, our colonies the 
Liberals would, If they came to power, 
sit silently by and watch the process 
of Intimidation going on? 
Would 


they tell tho colonies that they had 
nothing more to hope from us If they 
suffered for giving us preference? This 
paragraph In the Governor's message 
does express the opinion of hla maj- 
esty's government, and we do not think 
It raises false hopes In tho colonies. 
It can only do BO If the Liberals mean 
to abandon every colony.."

Sends Eulogy From 


Jaipur—Ride 
on 
State 
Elephant 


One of the Beet of the Experiences 
—Beautiful Old-Time Palaces. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


There are towns native In India, 


towns architectural, an<l towns com- 
fortable, but there Is one town only 
which combines tho three, and It Is 
Jaipur, close to tho ancient city of 
Delhi. 
' 


One's most vivid mental pictures ni 


a city of tho East and its Ir.liabitanta 
pale before tho reality of Jaipur ami, 
as one drives through the.broad and 
beautifully clean streets, one can pick 
out at every corner or house door, u 
character from the "Arabian Nights." 
Wo reached the comfortable and pic- 
turesque hotel Kalser-l-Hlml at 
half- 


past throe In the morning, alter a drive 
of ten minutes throttsii the darkness, 
and found it to be a low stucco house 
built around throe sides of an open 
court, which was full of potted plants, 
all tho lower roomH windowloss and 
opening on the court, or Its wings, 
but with three upp?r rooms, which we 
at once appropriated, opening on the 
roof, beautifully Inrgo and bright and 
carpeted with a very pretty red and 
blue Agra carpet. . Under the arches 
of tho court stood a white swathed 
figure holding a very large and very 
feebly lighted lantern, 
who, 
after 


much parleying and Interpreting was 
persuaded to show u» t<» the palatial 
upper rooms, his Idea evidently being 
that the hotel must bn tilled from the 
ground up, and In twenty minutes or 
less we were ropcislni; on our own

come for UP from the Mlnl&tcr of Stato, 
that the" Maharajah, 'havli;g been la- 
formed of our arrival, placed at our 
disposal a state elephant, which would 
meet us at eleven o'clock that same 
day at tho foot of the hill? on which 
lay the old royal town of Amber. We 
made all possible haste and started 
forth In the dreadful!;- uncomfortable 
hotel carriage, which was swung very 
high off tho ground, with leather-cov- 
ered cushions which sloped down to- 
ward tho front, and skirting the town, 
toward which our eyes turned cnKcrly; 
took a drive nearly an hour to tho 
Amber hills. The road was pood, as 


have found all tho roads In India, 


Sut dusty, even though It was the 
vlntcr season, for the most pftft un- 
der nllm, pepul or banyan tree?, or a 
very graceful species of acacl» tree, 
(01 of which seemed to lioiflllet* with 
large monkeys having lonp. silver-gray 
hair. 
We were greatly Interested in 


their antics, for they seemed of a very

THE RARE CLOCK PLANT. 


One of the Most Peculiar Produced by 


Nature 


"One of the most i ecullar, as well 


ns one of the rarest plants produces 
by nature Is the clock plant, and them 
Is only one specimen on view In the 
gardens of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment," said an employe of that In- 
stitution to a Wasnlngton Star man. 


"The clock plant Is a native of 


Borneo, and In thai country 
even 


it Is said to be us rare as In other 
sections of the world. Of course, the 
plant derives Its name from Its pe- 
culiar habits, which arc known to but 
few who have not Hlmllcd the plant 
from a scientific 
standpoint. 
The 


plant has leaves of two sixes, one of 
which acts In the capacity of a minute 
hand, which keeps moving until about 
4 o'clock In tne afternoon, and the 
other keeps going until morning. The 
larger leaves act na tho hour hands. 
Starting In a position when all of tho 
leaves He close to tho stem, with 
the points hanging down, they rise 
gradually until they turn toward the 
top. and then they drop In their former 
position. 
It takes the smaller loaves 


about one minute to go through this 
performance, and the longer leaves 
just about uu hour. 
When the con- 


ditions arc favorable this movement 
continues throughout the entire day, 
but not such dayx as we have been 
having lately. It requires good, warm 
Riinshlnc for the plants to perform this 
function. Such days ns we have been 
having tho leaves move, hut they do 
Bo In an Imperfect and Irregular man- 
ner. Why, sometimes the large leaves 
cling so closely to the plant that it 
looks like a huge bundle of twigs. 


"The plant Is delicate and extreme- 


ly hard to propagate, which accounts 
for the fact that we now have only 
ono of them. We had several, but thoy 
have all died. 
The plant bears a 


small (lower llko that of a pea and Its 
seed grows In a pod In the same man- 
ner. 
It is hard to get It to seed. In 


this country, which makes it extreme- 
ly difficult to get seed 
for 
other 


plants."
